She became conspic- 
uous at balls and at the theaters and 
was famed for her unusual beauty. 
Eventually, she met and married a 
Jesse Snyder. After six weeks of 
wedded bliss she discovered that her 
husband kept very close watch of 
his purse. She arranged for a divorce 
suit which she won. The decree was 
granted but four days previous to 
the shooting of Grittenden. 

THE CRITTENDEN CASE. 


Laura D. Fair shot Alexander P. 
Crittenden, an eminent San Francisco 
lawyer of his time, on board the fer- 
ryboat “El Capitan,” in the presence 
of his wife and children, November 
3, 1870, inflicting a wound from which 
Crittenden d@ied the evening of No- 
vember 6. 

In September, 1870, he sent his wife 
and seven children for a pleas- 
ure trip, and had j greeted them 
at the Oakland pler on their return 
at the time of the tragedy.

The subjects to be discussed will 
be general efficiency and protection, 
forest silviculture, timber 
sales, administration, marking, ultiliza- 
tion, Wealing. brush piling. free use, 
trespass, forest measurements, plant- 
ing. forest investigation, dendrolozy, 
lands and products, claims, settle- 
ments, stations, uses, water power and 
products, grazing, range improvement 
and development, history and develop- 
ment of the national forests, grazing 
policy, etc. 

With the coming of the early spring

FEW ORANGES CONDEMNED. 


Loss Percentage So Small As to Be 

Negligible Quantity When 

Crop Is Considered. 

Thirty carloads of ranges have 
been condemned to date by health 
boards in the East and Northwest. 


As shipments since the frost have 
averaged around seventy-five cars a 
day, the percentage loss through con- 
demnation is so small that local ship- 
pers now see no reason to fear a 
serious curtailment in marketing 
through health boards’ actions. 

Portiand and Seattle have taken 
the lead in condemnations, with 
Memphig also attracting attention on 
this score. In nedrivy every case con- 
demnation has not been en the score 
of unwholesomeness, but on account 
of dryness. In fact. the Department 
of Agric@iture made a ruling some 
years ago that dryness, not unwhole- 
somenegs, was th® only observable ef- 
fect that frost had on oranges.

First the dirt is 
loosened by charges of powder, a car- 
load of which is used every month 
and the “back fire” of water is then 
permitted to run into the  disin- 
tegrated particles of sandy loam. 
Then when the hydraulic streams are 
turned on from in front there is not 
much left for that particular hill to 
do but move out. It is a marvel of 
modern engineert achievement. 

Chief Engineer ulholleand refter- 
ated his statement made before the 
Ad Club a few days ago that the 
aqueduct will be ready for a _ test 
within a few weeks. When the chief 
returns-from a final tour of inspection 
over the entire course he will be in 
a position to announce the exact date.

{Washington Star:] Native-grown 
strawberries and cream in 
‘would have sounded like a comic“sup- 
plement joke a few years 2go. But 
they are now actualities, according to 
the experiment station report of the 
Department of Agriculture. Of course, 
the resident millionaires of the Klon- 
dike could afford to import strawber- 
ries from Indo-China if they wantcd 
to do so, but they prefer to srow 
them locally, and if the present pros- 
pects hold out they are likely to he- 
come a regular market commodity 
and within reach of the eommon mine 
laborer who makes only $15 or $20 a 
day. 

The Department of Agriculture was 
interested in Alaska fruit culture for 
a long time, and explorers brought 
cold-resistant plants from all quar- 
ters. Many of them did well, and the 
department is now experimenting 
there with a black currant that will 
live out of doors at a temperature of 
58 below. But the residents could 
not find a strawberry that would stand 
the climate and bear fruit inside the 
narrow time limit allowed by an 
Alaskan summer. 

Finally the plant breeders took 
hold of the problem. The plant 
breeder is one of the latest develop- 
ments of science. He is the wizard 
of the new horticulture. They found 
a little native member of the straw- 
berry family down on the coast, near 
Sitka. The fruit was about as eat- 
able as a mock-orange. but it was a 
native and inured to the climate. This

THE MOST ANCIENT STATUETTES. 


Found in a French Cave and Be- 
Heved to Be Twelve Thousand Years 
old. 

{London Standard:] Count Beguen 
has communicated to the French 
Academy of Inscriptions an interest- 
ing acount of discoveries made by 
him in the cave of Tuc-d@’Audoubert, 
in the Department of aAriege. He

against fragments of rock fallen from 
above, we found two clay statuettes 


measuring about tWenty-four inches, 
almost intact and representing bisons. 

“In drying the clay had slightly 
cracked, and some of these cracks 
run right across, but as they are sup- 

rted against the rock, they have 
kept together. Only the tip of the 
right horn and the tail of the cow 
have fallen, and lie at its feet. The 
artist of 12,000 years ago has treat- 
ed his subject in bas-relief. Only 
one side, the right, is finished; the 
other, which is stuck against the rock, 
is barely indicated. On the clay can 
be plainly seen the traces left by 
the modelling ‘hand, and on the 
ground between the two animals pel- 
lets of clay still bear the imprints 
of fingers.” 

Before reaching the spot where he 
found these statuettes Count Beguen 
passed through many subterranean 
galleries, whose floors were paddicd 
with thousands of tracks of bears 
mixed with a few human footprints. 
Count Beguen sugests that this may 
have been a species of temple, or 
rendezvous for ritual ceremonies and 
dances, such as may be seen today 
among the savage tribes of Africa. It 
is the first time that clay statues have 
been found of such antiquity, their 
age being put by some of the savants 
at 20,000-years. Not only did some 
extraordinary luck save the fragile 
relics from the falling rocks, but it 
is remarkable that the medium of clay 
should have been able to resist so 
long, and appear almost as fresh as 
a week after it left the hands of the 
artist.

It is hard to say whether or not 
the men’s garment workers’ strike in 
Néw York its really settled or not. 
Latest reports are-that the unions are 
to vote on the provisional agreement 
for settlement executed a few days 
ago. This agreement promises a raise 
in wages with all other points or 
claims to be left to arbitration. Week 
workers receiving less than $12.50 a 
week will get 10 per cent. advance in 
wages, those earning more than $12.50 
and less than $15, a 7% per cent. 
raise, and those receiving $15 a week 
and over, are to have 5 per cent. more. 
The weekly hours are to be reduced 
from fifty-six to fifty-two. 

Because of a strike for no good rea- 
son whatever, the doors of every 
clothing factory in Rochester, N. Y., 
are closed and 15,000 men and wom-

The shops are closed for an indefinite 
period. Some of the factories are Very 
large ones and their clesing will af- 
fect the clothing industry of the whole 
country.

It is expected that 
Buffalo will follow Rochester's lead in 
a clothing strike for “recognition.” 
Boston has a strike of 5000 garment 
workers for more wages, an cight- 
hour day, abolition of tenement-house 
Work and recognition of the union.

OMINOUS SPIRITUAL SIGNS. 


Comparison of the Death Rate is 
Pifferent Parts of the United States 
Makes a New Record. 


[Current Opinion:] The moral and 
sociological health of America has 
lately been diagnosed by two distin- 
guished experts, with somewhat dis- 
cencerting resulta. Franklin H. Gid- 
dings, professor of sociology in Co- 
lumbia University, tells us that we 
are ineffective on the side of social 
control. “The normal functioning of 
socioty has broken down in the United 
States,” is the startling way he puts 


it. Im support of his statement he 
cites “the terrible figures of homi- 
cide,” and statistics of occupations, 
of political affiliation and of member- 
ship in religioug denominations which 
show “diminishing restraint upon the 
individual.” This nation of ours, Prof. 
Giddings remarks ironically, is the 
biggest thing going-—in some ways. 
We hold many records. A new one 
has just been published, and it shows 
that in disregard of human life no 
other big nation this side of Russia 
can touch us: 

“England and Wales are content 
to get along with a homicide rate of 


{0.9 per 100,000 of population per an- 


num. We beat that with an excess of 
6.22, or a rate of 6.5 for the registra- 
tion area. Boston, a little bit behind

GOOD ROADS. 

Facilitating all kinds of .transpor- 
tation are five of the county’s good 
roads, which pass through the 
Downey district. These are all of 
first-class construction, consisting of 
a sixteen - foot wide, turnpiked, ma- 
cadamized surfacing, equal to as- 
phaltum paving, and costing in the 
neighborhood of $7500 to build, per 
mile. About ten miles of these roads 
are laid throughout the district. From 
Downey one road stretches directly to 
Long Beach, a distance of about four- 
teen miles. Running north from 
Downey, the upper portion of this 
same road leads to Los Angeles, about 
eleven miles distant. A road now un- 
der construction will lead from 
Downey to Norwalk. *The Los Nietos 
Valley road and the road also 
pass through the district.

A 
toll of 15 cents for three minutes 
is charged for communications to Los 
Angeles.

BUSINESS. 


Without exception, all the retail 
merchants of Downey report a steady 
increase of business during the last 
year which on an average has ranged 
between 25 and 33 1-3 per cent. 

Typifying the financial growth of 
the entire community, the prosperous 
condition of the two local banks 
might be mentioned. 3 

The Los Nietos Valley Bank was or- 
ganized in 1891 and has been in active 
operation at Downey since that time. 
It has @ present capitalization of $75,- 
000 and surplus of $18,750. Its de- 
posits amount to $292,000 and its total 
resources to $403,804.58. The increas- 
ing amount of deposits has been es- 
pecially gratifying to the board of 
directors of the institution. The bank 
is quartered in a $15,000 brick build- 
ing and is equipped with all the most 
modern banking facilities customarily 
found in banks of its size. The bank 
is a member of the American and Cal- 
ffornia Bankers’ Associations, and its 
forty stockholders are all people liv- 
ing in the Downey district. 

The Bank of Downey is a private 
commercial institution, which was or- 
ganized in 1902 and is capitalized at 
$25,000. Its deposits amount to $27,- 
000. Its outstandng loans are $31,000 
and its total resources amoynt to $57,- 
000. The owner reports a growth of 
business during the last year.

The Downey Co-operative Creamery 
has a $3000 plant and equipment for 
cooling 500 gallons of milk a day. 
Some fifty or sixty of the local dairy- 
men sell their milk to this creamery. 
The company is a member of the Mu- 
tual Dairy Association of Los An- 
geles. 

The Newmark Grain Company of 
Los Angeles has a $4000 milling plant 
at Downey which manufactures corn 
meal and graham flour. 


PROPERTY VALUES. 


Much of the local property about 
Downey is held by what are popularly 
termed permanent residents. There 
has been very little land speculation 
attempted here. Many of the veople 
who have lived for years in the dis- 
trict are buying all the lands at their 
present values, that their ketbooks 
can afford, showing their sanguine 
faith and confidence in the country.

SCHOOLS. 

The Los Nietos Valley Union Tigh 
School is a $40,000 building situated 
on an eight and one-half-acre plat of 
ground, affording a spacious play- 
ground and a large agricultural ex- 
periment field. The building is ex- 
cellently equipped with modern heat- 
ing and ventilating appliances and has 
fifteen large, well-lighted rooms. 
There is an assembly hall seating 
400, a Hbrary containing 1000 vol- 
umes, physics and chemistry labora- 
tories, typewriting and drafting 
rooms. 

The schoo! offers an especially fine 
commercial course to its students. By 
next fall it is hoped that a complete 
course in scientific agriculture will be 
introduced. This summer $5000 will 
be spent on the improvement of the 
grounds. Lawns and artistic park- 
ings are planned which will add much 
to the school’s appearance. 

The students are organised into a 
co-operative body with the teachers 
to conduct the general business affairs 
of the institution, most of the business 
management being given over to the 
students under the principal's super- 


year both the junior and senior 
classes give a play and publish an 
annual booklet. 

The present’ enroliment of the 
school numbers ninety-two students, 
an increase of over 25 per cent. dur- 
ing the year. There are eight teach- 
ers on the staff, several of whom are 
especially well qualified to give in- 
struction on the subjects which they 
handle. The entire school organiza- 
tion is directed by a competent prin- 
cipal who is a living exponent of prac- 
tical education. ; 

There is a good ee in 
the center of town. This affords ele- 
mentary educational facilities for sev- 
eral hundred pupils. A large corps of 
teachers are provided and the general 
studies mapped out by the State Board 
of Education are, taught. 


SOCIAL. 

Some of the leading fraternal or- 
ders have lodges or chapters at Dow- 
ney, among which will be found the 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows;

' Forty of the active ladies of Downey 
have organized a Saturday Afternoon 
Club. This body has for its prime 
purpose, the encouragement of social, 
literary and civic work. Two years 
ago the club constructed a pretty lit- 
tle clubhouse at a cost of $2500 in 
which they now hold their meetings, 
dances, dinners and other entertain- 
ments. 

The Saturday Afternoon Club has 
made its power felt chiefly in its work. 
to improve civic conditions. In the 
past they have done much to advance 
the town in regard to its sanitation 
and cleanliness. They give several 
benef entertainments in thelr club- 
house during the year and use the 
proceeds to good advantage. The 
club is a member of the State Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs. 

There is a strong Parent-Teachers 
Agsociation at Downey and this or- 
ganization is a factor of large con- 
sideration to the’ welfare of the local 
educational institutions.

McManigal, at the time of their ar- 
rest, had with them infernal ma- 
chines and all the material necessary 
to cause the destruction of this prop- 


John J. McNamara was arrested at 
Indianapolis on the twenty-second day 
of April, 1911. At the time of his 
arrest the executive board of the In- 
ternational Association of Bridge and 
Structural Ironworkers was in session. 
Frank M. Ryan, its president, was 
there. Herbert 8S. Hockin, who suc- 
ceeded John J. McNamara as secre- 
tary-treasurer, was present. John T. 
Butler, the first vice-president, was 
there. Eugene A. Clancy of San 
Francisco, Phillip A. Cooley of New 
Orleans, Henry W. Legleiter of Pitts- 
burgh and Michael J. Young of Bos- 
ton were also in attendance at this 
executive board session. John J. Mc- 
Namara was arrested; his arrest was 
regular; his removal to California for 
trial was within the law. [Applause.] 
*% In the meantime, and before the 
arrest of John J. McNamara, Ortie E. 
McManiga! had confessed to William 
J. Burne in Chicago, and James B. 
McNamara and Ortie E. McManigal 
were also taken to California. 

At the time of the arrest of John 
J. McNamara at Indianapolis the 
| premises occupied by this Internation- 
al Association in the American Cen- 
tral Life Insurance building at In- 
dianapolis were searched. William J. 
Burns obtained from McManigal the 
combination to the vault used by the 
association, on the first floor of that 
building. This vault was opened and 
no explosives found, although sixty 
days before there had been stored In 
this same vault enough nitrogyicerine 
to blow up the American Central Lifé 
building, the Soldiers’ and Sallors’ 
Monument and all the buildings lo- 
cated in that portion of the city. 

On the evening of the arrest of 
John J. McNamara the officers went 
to the basement in the same building 
and found another vault, recently 
built and paid for by the association, 
and upon its finally being broken 
open they discovered enough dyna- 
mite to blow up a dozen. buildings, 
more than a dozen alarm clocks, caps, 
fuse, batteries and all the other para- 
phernalia necessary to be used by the 
“dynamite crew” in the destruction 
of life and property. 

The same night, the officers, guided 
by McManigal’s confession, went to a 
barn known as “Jones’s’ barn,” near 
the city of Indianapolis, and found 
a padiotked piano box containing an 
additional supply of dynamite and 
nitroglycerine and other material 
used in the work of destruction. 
Within two days there was found at 
Tiffin, ©., more than 600 pounds of 
dynamite, stored in a box in an old

The case against the McNamaras | 
finally came on for trial at Los An- 
les early in October, 1911. Capt. 
redericks wanted the eviienco in 
the possession of local authorities at 
Indianapolis, which evidence con- 
sisted of the articles discovered fol- 
lowing the arrest of John J: Me- 
Namara, and incriminating letters, 
papers and other documents, a!most 
invaluable In the prosecution of the 
men who were reaponsible for the 
destruction of property in California, 
and for the murder of twenty-one 
innecent men. . , 


Capt. Fredericks filed his written 
petition in the Criminal Court of 
Marion county, asking that this evi- 
dence be sent to California to be nsed 
in the prosecution of the McNamaras. 
The prosecuting attorney of Marion 
county opposed the petition. In this 
opposition, the probecutor of course 
was joined by the attorneys repre- 
senting the International Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron- 
workers. The judge of the Criminat 
Court of Marion county denied, the 
petition. 

It was about this time that an ap- 
peal was made to the government, to 
aid the State of California in secur- 
ing the Indiana evidence. The facts 
were presented, which indicated that 
the laws of the United States had 
been violated, 

A petition was then presented by 
the United States Attorney for the 
District of Indiana, on behalf of the 
government, in the Criminal Court, 
seeking to secure the incriminating 
letters, papers and documents sup- 
posed to be in the n of that 
court or its officers. This petition was 
bitterly contested by the attorneys 
for the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Ironworkers 
and the prosecuting attorney of Mar- 
ion county. 

Writs of prohibition were applied for 
by the International Association and 
denied *by the Supreme Court of the 
State of Indiana and the Circuit Court 
of Marion county. Replevin suits 
were filed by said association and an 
application for a receiver. was also 
made, without avail, and while the 
fight was still in. progress in the 
local courts the Federal grand jury 
met in Indianapolis, and upon its re- 
port to the judge of the District 
Court of the inability of the grand 
jury to secure the incriminating evi- 
dence, an order was immediately 
made by the judge of said curt, 
directing that the incriminating 
papers, letters and documents be At 
once delivered. to the District At- 
torney, for use in a Grand Jury in- 
vestigation, and to be held until the 
further order of the covurt. 


Following this order the n- 
ment obtained other letters, pape-s 
and documents, incriminating in the 
highest degree against the varicus 
defendants who were later indicted 
and still later were convicted. 

I sincerely trust that no other of- 
ficer of this country will find it nec- 
essary to prosecute a case of this 
kind. I believe that When the gov- 
ernment won. and demonstrated " its 
power to reach this band of criminals 
and conspirators, civilization was 
placed uffiemn a more secure founda- 
tion. IT cannot help but feel that 
justice triumphed; that “liberty un- 
der the law” won a victory. I can- 
not help but feel that organized labor 
has been greatly benefited by the con- 
vietion of some of ita misguided and 
unworthy leaders, and that the 
stability of the government itself has 
been strengthened.

“I deny that our cities, as a rule, 
are misgoverned. Neither are the 
States. The habit of saying that 
American public life is bad is injurious 
to the general welfare and to our rep- 
utation as sensible men, capable of 
self-government. Furthermore, we 
cannot hope to get the best value 
from Mayors or Governors if we dre 
‘onstantly finding fault with them or 
attacking the honesty of their mo- 
tives end their ections. Thus We lose 
part of the service of our’ public offi- 
clala, and at the same time make it 
impoesible for many able and high- 
spirited men to take a personal part 
in goyernment and politics.’ 


TALKS OF GRAFT IN BUSINESS, 
“Why does public office develop 
graftere’”’ 1 asked. 
“It doesn't,” Mayor Fitzgerald re- 
plied, stopping his. tramp and mov- 
ing his arm up and down like the 
walking-beam of a steamboat. “I am 
bound to say, however, that the pub- 
lic believes to the contrary. The 
press often helps to create and spread 
the opinion that office-holders are dis- 
honest, and the mouth-to-mouth in- 
sinuations of the people convert a 
suspicion into a positive conviction. 
Nevertheless, there are fewer graft- 
ers in office than there are in business. 
Dr. Wiley found that our coffee, 
ices, canned foods, and even our 


drugs were adulterated. Who adu}l- 
terated them? Politicians? Nod, 


Office-holders? No. Against whom 
wes the Sherman anti-trust law en- 
acted” 

“Who gave rebates on freight 
shipped over our railroads’ Whe 
asked for the rebates and received 
the >rebates” Rich sugar refiners 
paid government employees $10 a 
week to doctor their accounts, falsify 
their scales, and to cheat the people 
out of millions of dollars in customs 
duties.

HOW A GRAFTER IS DEVELOPED. 


“When a grafter is caught in a 
bank or a big manufacturing estab- 
lishment there is usually a settlement 
and no publicity. I have known 
scores of such cases. ‘Keep it away 
from the newspaper,’ say those who 
have been robbed or cheated. ‘If it 
gets out it will. hurt our business.’

There 
are grades among millionaires, and 
there is competition, just as there ts 
among merchants, lawyers and poll- 
ticilans. Once a man is very rich, he 
buys an electric light compenhy or a 
street railroad or a manufacturing 
concern and sells a $1000 bond for 
$850 and throws in some of the stock. 
He keeps most of the stock himeeflf, 
however, puts up prices, declares a 
dividend and sells out. Thus worketh 
our strongést and ablest citizens.

Treating Ore Is Reduced.

§CANANEA (Mex.) Feb. 7.—After a 
two-months run, the smelter of the 
Democrata Company is closed down, 
owing to the burning of the frame 
work around the new 250-ton furnace. 
Exposed woodwork caught fire from 
the splashing of molten—matte. “The 
damage was about $10,000. The old 
125-ton furnace is operated and both 
| jackets are to be in commission again 
within a few weeks, making about 
30.000 pounds of copper a day. 

While the Democrata Company has 
only a limited area of ground its ores 
are rich and readily handled and the 
property is extremely well situated, 
on the line of the Cananea mine rail- 
road, a short distance from the 
Cananea smelter at Ronquillo. 

The Greene-Canan Company 
produced about 55,000,400 pounds of 
copper last vear and expects an out- 
put of about 90,000,000 during 1913. 
The cost of treating ore has been re- 
duced from $6.85 per ton in 1907 to 
about $2.50, the cost per pound of 
Lcopper now being about 9 cents. Much 
economy has resulted from the op- 
eration of the smelting works, re- 
built by Prof. Ricketts, and benefit is 
already experienced through the use 
ef the new converters of the Great 
Falls type. 

The company its doing more work 
‘than for years past, especially around 
ite Capote mine, where a new shaft is 
sunk to the 1000 level, giving much 


as one of the greatest copper bodies 
of the world. 

The Cananea Company's mines at 
Puertocitos, twelve mile« from the 
emelter at the end of the narrow- 
gauge mining railroad, are given more 
attention then ever before. One fun- 
nel at the Henrietta mine, lately com- 
pleted, is 1500 feet long, cutting 
through a hill. It is for the opera- 
tion of a motor line that willl carry 
ores from the FElenita mine to the 
bins at Puertocitos. Sevéral immense 
ledges are exposed in this locality, as 
well as a number of smalier veins 
from which rich bornite ore is taken. 

The new electrical equipment for 
the Calumet and Sonora Company, a 
few miles northwest of Cananea, now 
is almost complete and the mine is 
put in shape for the largest possible 
production of ore. ‘The mills have 
been overhauled and many new de- 
vices for the more complete separa- 
tion of zine and.other base products 
installed. 

W. T. Frasier of San Francisco hase 
takep charge of the old Babicanora 
mine in the Chispas district, which 
lately was sold to a Pennsyivania 
company. The mine is one of the most 
ancient in Northern Mexico and is 
famous for its great silver produc-. 
tion. The ltead was lost a number of 
vears ago but the company now oper- 
ating is confident of picking up the 
vein again and also of profiting in. 
working the lower-ggde sliver wres 
In sight. 

High-grade zinc and lead ore has 
been found on the Cobriza property, 
near the Calumet & Sonora property. 
The formation indicates that only the 
top of the ore body has been struck at 
the bottom of a 150-foot shaft. 

The smelter of the Cobriza Mining 
Company, seventeen miles west of 
Nofia, will be starteq within a few 
days. It was erected two years ago, 
but civil conditions have not been 
favorable for operation since. The 
furnace is of the MacDonal4 
hot-bDiast type of 150 tons dally 
| capacity. About 100 men will 
he employed. The property is 
sald to be well developed and to have 
large quantities of ore of average 
value of $18 a ton. 

That early extension northward of 
the Randoiph Rio Yaqui Ratiroad is 
not contemplated is indicated by an 
agreement made by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company for the use of its road- 
bed by the Minneapolis Copper Com- 
pany from Cumpas to Nacozari. This 
roadbed is understood to have cost 
at lémat $1,000,000, much of it being 
blasted out of ge rock. Temporary 
bridges are to be put in and the road 
utilized for motor trucks, which will 
handle freight to the mines from Na- 
cozart station, a distance of fifty-six 
miles. The Minneapolis Company's 
smelter is to be blown in early in 
February. 

It ts probable that a mill will be 
built In the near future on the Provi- 
dencia mine near Nogales, a rich cop- 
per and silver property owned by Col. 
Emelio Kosterlitsky of the Mexican 
rurales and Dr. I. M. Zimmerman of 
Dougias, Ariz.

WILL REDREDGE 
HISTORIC AREA. 


California’s First Field to Be 
Again Developed. 


Britishers Are Negotiating 
for Gravel Mines. — 


Fume Control Progess Pro- 
nounced a Success. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times.] 

OROVILLE (Cal.) Feb. 17.—The 
first step in the redredging of the 
Oroville placer field is soon to be un- 
dertaken. The management of the 
El Oro Dredging Company has de- 
cided to rework 200 acres of its old 
land, and one of the dredges will be 


placed in action in the old field within 
a few weeks. 

Tt is belleved that the dredges for- 
merly used permitted large quantities 
of gold to escape, and with modern 
boats, it is stated that previously- 
worked gravel can be again profitably 
handled. Several companies have con- 
sidered redredging their .estate, but 
it has been the’ general opinion that 
such a project is hardly feasible with- 
out the employment of dredges of the 
largest type. 

Oroville was the scene of Cali- 
fornia’s firet golid-dredging activities, 
and the pioneer gold boats were large- 
ly experimental affairs. Only the 
richest ground -could be. profitably 
treated. and a considerable per cent. 
of the auriferous values was lost in 
course of operation. The boats were 
usually provided with buckets of three 
to four cubic feet capacity, and the 
various areas of low-grade ground 
were passed over. With the advent 
of dregdes having buckets of thirteen 
to fifteen cubic feet capacity, en- 
gineers have predicted the successful 
reworking of the district. 

The previousty-negiected ground 
can be economically worked with the 
big boats. and the gold formerly lost 
recovered, The Natomas Consolidated 
of California, and other powerful cor- 
porations have seriously considered re- 
dredging the old deposits, but have 
neglected to make the experiment be- 
cause of the large areas of virgin 
ground still remaining undeveloped 
If the operations of El Oro Company 
prove sufficiently encouraging, it is 
certain the life of the Oroville field 
rex be extended many years.

Phosphate Rock and Test. 

OGDEN (Utah) Jen. 18.—Q.: I am 
sending you a sample of rock on 
which. I have my doubts. I have 
been at work in the Park City rock 
for two years and am familiar with 
it, but this rock is black, and yet I 
detect the round pebbies in it that 
may be like the Park City rock. Will 
you test this and at the same time if 
you will give me a test for phosphates 
I will take it as a great favor. Please 
publish your answer in The Times, 
so that I can get a number of copies 
for my friends. I almost forgot to 
tell you that the rock comes from 
north of Ogden. F. 

A.: Glad to hear from you. The 
sample is rock-phosphate of very 
high-grade, and it ts well to describe 
it in the words of F. B. Van Horn in 
“Mineral Resources, 1910:" “Accord- 
ing to Gale and Richards’s descrip- 
tion ,the rock phosphate itself is 
chiefly characteristized by an oolitic 
texture, by which it can be recognized 
in the field. Rounded grains, bullt up 
in roughly concentric structure, range 
in size from the most minute forms 
visible to the naked eye or by the 


an inch in diameter, rarely larger. In 
unaltered specimens there is common- 
ly no visible or distinct cementing of 
the oolitic grains, except where they 
occur scattered in a ground mass of 
foreign material. In the weathered 
condition, however, as the material is 
commonly found near the surface, the 
grains have a grayish color and are 
more or less distinct. The rounded 
ovules are also characteristically dis- 
tinct on weather-polished bedding 
“planes of the more oolitic rock. The 


~! rock phosphate varies in color from 


coaly black to dull gray or - iron- 
stained. Its float is characteristically 
marked with a thin film of bluish- 
white bonelike coating resembling 
chaicedony in places, with reticulated 
markings; this ise thought to be some 
secondary phosphatic material but has 
net yet been studied. This coating is 
useful in tracing the concealed out- 
crop in the field by means of scattered 
float or fragments to be found in the 
overlying soll. The black color which 
is common in these deposits is thought 
to be due to bituminous matter.” 

The above description fits your 
large sample to a nicety. The black 
color is due to a mixture of hydro- 
carbons, and from the coating of 
white we find that it is chiefly alu- 
minum phosphate. 

The small sample accompanying the 
big. black ona and marked “special,” 
is Wavellite in a mass of phosphate of 
lime and aluminum silicate with iron 
oxides. 

The samples are of more than or- 
dinary interest, and phosphate rock 
will be in big commercial demand in 
the near future. 

| As a simple test for phosphate Yock 
we give the usual mineralogical-chem- 
istry test, which is algo fourth tn the 
authority above quoted. The test fol- 
lows: Piace a small crystal of am- 
monium molydbate on the.rock to be 
tested, then drop @ little dilute nitric 
aci@ on the crystal. “If the crystal 
turns yellow, it indicates the presence 
of phosphorus. The deeper the yel- 
low the higher the phosphate content.

First Ewperience Is Most 
Thrilling to Scout. 


Donner Lake Visited in Win- 
_-ter by Intrepid Driver. 


Maj. F. B. Burnham, the famous 
South African .scout, has just returned 
after completing one of the hardest 
automobile trips ever attempted. In 
his new Stearns-Knight he drove to 
all the mining camps of Nevada, over

| Los Angeles, via the valley route: The 


trip made by the fighting major would 
have bebn a hard one in the summer, 
but at this season of the year he found 
many more obstacles with which ta 
contend. 
Another interesting feature is 
found in the fact that the major had 
just learned to operate his car he- 


fore starting on this strenuous ten 
weeks trip. Needless to say he is a 
much more experienced operator after 
such an experience. . 
From Los Angeles the route led into 
the Owens River country and almost 
from the start the car was bucking 
snowstorms. Over the ‘White Moun- 
tains the snow was eight inches deep, 
but the car battled its way through 
and went into Tonopah in good shape. 
Out of there the car was started on 
its round up of the Nevada mining 
camps. At this season of the year it 
ie not necessary to tell of the otb- 
stacles encountered. There ‘were 
storms which made the roads a sea 
of mud. In the hills there was snow 
to contend with. Some of the places 
visited were Treasure Hill, Hamilton, 
Austin, and then over the Sierras-to 
Donner Lake.

dirt-track king, the question of tour- 
icg honors is now being widely dis- 
cussed by the automobile exerts 
throughout the country.
